TRIBUTES have flooded in 
from across the region for 
a Sandwell family who lost 
three generations in the Tuni¬ 
sia beach massacre. 

Adrian Evans, who worked for 
Sandwell Council, was struck down 
in cold blood alongside his nephew 
Joel Richards and his father Patrick 
Evans, both of Wednesbury. 

Around 30 Britons are believed to have been 
slaughtered after a gunman opened fire on 
sunbathers in the resort of Sousse. 

Schoolboy Owen Richards, Joel’s brother, 
was the only survivor of the family trip. 

The quartet were avid Saddlers fans and a 
shrine has been set up outside Banks’s sta¬ 
dium where there is a carpet of flowers, shirts, 
scarves, flags and messages from fans and 
heartbroken friends, family and colleagues. 

A national one minute’s silence will be tak¬ 
ing place tomorrow, Friday, at midday, to com¬ 
memorate all the victims, one week on from 
when Kalashnikov-wielding student Seifeddine 
Rezgui went on the rampage. 

Mr Evans and his father, 78-year-old Pat¬ 
rick, and 19-year-old football referee Joel, 
both of Wednesbury, were among the 38 people 
murdered in the horror attack. 

Sombre 

At Sandwell Council where Mr Evans, aged 
49, had worked since 1983, a book of condo¬ 
lence has been made available for staff to sign. 
Assistant chief executive Melanie Dudley said: 
“The whole organisation is in mourning. The 
mood is very sombre.” 

David Brookes attended Walsall FC games 
with Adrian and the rest of his family. They 
had been friends for more than 20 years and 
Adrian, who he knew as ‘Ade’, would regularly 
organise trips abroad for friends. 

One included going to Prague and then onto 
the World Cup in Germany. The 47-year-old 
of Hawkswell Drive, Willenhall, hailed the 
family. He said: “They were just brilliant, you 
couldn’t fault them at all, everything that has 
been said is true.” 

Among those paying tribute were school 
friends of Joel who attended the University of 
Worcester. Ross Adorno, aged 19, from Great 
Barr, said: “He was such a nice, bright lad. He 
always had a smile on his face, he never had a 
bad word to say about anyone.” 

James McMulkin, 16, from Great Barr, is 
one of Owen’s best friends and went to the 
same school, Stuart Bathurst Catholic High 
School in Wednesbury. 

“It is a massive shock for everyone. We were 
good friends, a few of us have been friends 
since we were young. I have spoken to him, he 
has sent me texts, he’s back in the country. 
Obviously he’s completely distraught. We are 
praying this doesn’t change him as a person 
because he is a lovely lad.” 


Family friend Helen Probert, who runs a 
beauty salon in Wednesbury, posted a photo¬ 
graph on Facebook of Adrian, Patrick and Joel, 
taken as they jetted off on their holiday. She 
said: “It’s absolutely heart-breaking. They were 
very close, they did so much together. 

“Joel was one of the kindest, beautiful souls 
I have met. His mother Suzy is absolutely dev¬ 
astated to have lost him as well as her father 
and brother. Her whole world has fallen apart,” 
said Miss Probert, who has known the family 
for many years. 

Another of Joel’s friends, Connor Kiernan, 
aged 20 from Great Barr, said: “He was genu¬ 
ine, it still hasn’t sunk in. He was always good 
at putting a smile on people’s faces.” 

University student Joel, aged 19, was a keen 
sportsman, playing Gaelic football and also 
being a referee. He attended Stuart Bathurst 


in Wednesbury until it came to A-Levels. Head¬ 
teacher Jeremy Harris was among those who 
paid tribute to Joel and his relatives at the 
stadium. He said: “He was a highly intelligent 
young man. He was a very able sportsman, he 
excelled in the classroom and the sports field. 
He was the kind of student everyone respected.” 

He added they would now be offering support 
to his brother Owen - who had just done his 
GCSEs and is getting ready for the next stage 
in his life - as well as the rest of the family. The 
16 year-old is believed to have been grazed by a 
gunshot wound, but then comforted the injured 
despite witnessing the deaths of his relatives. 

Joel became a football referee in September 
2011, aged 16. The next year he became chair¬ 
man of Birmingham County FA Youth Council. 
Chief Executive, Chad Ehlertsen said: “No job 
was too small for Joel and he was always look¬ 


ing to support the development of others. He 
was an extremely talented referee and incred¬ 
ible young leader with the world at his feet.” 

In the House of Commons, West Bromwich 
West MP Adrian Bailey asked Prime Minister 
David Cameron if a taskforce could be set up to 
give agencies and councils specialist support for 
families affected by the horror. 

He said: “Three generations of one family 
have been killed in this atrocity. The impact 
on their relatives and the local community has 
been absolutely devastating.” 

The Government says it is ‘working closely’ 
with the families of those killed in Sousse, and 
has offered to arrange for the bodies of their 
loved ones to be flown by RAF plane to Brize 
Norton in Oxfordshire before being transported 
on to their home areas.

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Adrian's a good shout for success 



TOWN crier Adrian Holmes has lots to 
shout about after filling his trophy cab¬ 
inet with a series of recent wins. The 
61-year-old self-employed health and 
safety adviser is enjoying a season to sa¬ 
vour as Sandwell’s official crier having 
already racked up 12 awards for top- 
three finishes. 

And last month he came out top of the 
heap with victory in the Huddersfield 
Town Crying Championships. 

Father-of-two Adrian, said: “From 
April through to October I’m busy tak¬ 
ing part in all these competitions up and 
down the country. “It really is a great 


opportunity to literally shout about 
Sandwell in so many different towns. I 
absolutely love it and am very proud to 
tell people about the borough.” 

Adrian, from Great Barr, has volun¬ 
teered as Sandwell’s town crier since 
2010 after Council leader Darren Cooper 
hit on the idea of finding someone for 
the role. The day-long competitions are 
split into two challenges: the ‘home’ cry 
where competitors shout about where 
they come from in no more than 125 
words, and a ‘themed’ cry in which they 
are given a subject chosen by organisers. 

He added: “In the ‘home’ cry I talk 


about the fact Sandwell is in the Black 
Country. I talk about the fact it was 
formed in 1974 by the joining of two 
country boroughs. I go on and explain 
that there is a mishmash of cultures 
here in our six towns. 

“It always has to start with three 
cries of ‘oyez’ and end with ‘God save 
the Queen’ so the word limit is tight. It 
is a bit like Twitter in that you’ve only 
got a limited word count and like a mod¬ 
ern-day rap you are telling a tale.” 

Adrian’s will be heading to the pres¬ 
tigious Guild of Town Criers Champion¬ 
ships held in Trowbridge on July 26. 


More than 100 homes 
seized 

MORE than 100 homes have been 
seized back by Sandwell Council 
after tenants were caught mis¬ 
using properties during the past 
12 months. 

Illegal sub-letting and not using a 
house as a main home were among 
the ways residents were found to be 
flouting tenancy rules. 

The council launched more than 200 
fraud investigations during the past year 
and recovered a total of 115 properties. 

Deputy council leader Councillor Steve 
Eling said the authority was determined to 
catch cheats but it was a growing problem. 

“With the increasing shortage of afforda¬ 
ble housing and the changes in right to buy 
legislation, tenancy fraud is becoming even 
more lucrative to some greedy people pock¬ 
eting lots of money,” he said. 

The other ways people were caught mis¬ 
using properties included not filling out 
home applications correctly. Some prop¬ 
erties were also recovered after they were 
found abandoned. 

Payments 

“We have always taken a tough line on 
fraud in Sandwell but now more than ever 
we need to make sure that council proper¬ 
ties are being used for the benefit of people 
needing and qualifying for our accommo¬ 
dation.” 

The council said two people had been 
convicted of ‘right to buy’ fraud during the 
past year. Figures released earlier this year 
showed the council is owed more than £2 
million in unpaid council tax from last year. 

A total of 19,628 council tax accounts were 
not paid in full by the end of the 2014/15 
financial year, the figures show. 

This has left the council needing to chase 
£2.2m. But bosses say despite the outstand¬ 
ing payments, they have a high council tax 
collection rate in the borough. 

Councillor Eling said he believed some 
of debt could be down to one late payment 
rather than a ‘substantial’ amount of ar¬ 
rears. 

He added the authority was confident of 
recovering cash owed by residents. In Sep¬ 
tember, it emerged that more than 10,000 
housing tenants in Sandwell owed money 
to the council for outstanding rent pay¬ 
ments equalling more than £3m.

Seriously 
hurt victim 
of massacre 
in hospital 

ONE of the Britons seriously injured in 
the Tunisia beach massacre is now being 
treated at Birmingham’s Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital. 

The patient, who medics say is criti¬ 
cally ill with life-changing injuries,was 
among four people flown to Birmingham 
Airport by the RAF. 

A total of 38 people, including Black 
Country teenager Joel Richards, his 
uncle Adrian Evans and grandfather 
Patrick Evans, died after 23-year-old 
student Seifeddine Rezgui opened fire in 
the resort of Sousse on Friday. 

Lead clinician at the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital Professor Sir Keith Porter said: 
“I can tell you that the patient has both 
life-threatening and life-changing inju¬ 
ries. We’re now in the process of pro¬ 
gramming their onward care.” 

The injured person arrived in the 
early hours of Tuesday and has been 
seen by multiple specialists. 

Meanwhile, the solidarity of football 
fans has been hailed as hundreds have 
paid their respects to the devastated 
family who lost three relatives, all Sad¬ 
dlers fans. 

A shrine outside Banks’s Stadium, 
with scarves, shirts and messages from 
supporters across the country has con¬ 
tinued to grow in tribute to Tunisia 
terror victims Joel Richards, Adrian 
and Patrick Evans. Saddlers boss Dean 
Smith said: “My thoughts are with the 
families at this incredibly difficult time. 
It is an amazing show of solidarity from 
all football fans following attacks which 
have surprised and shocked us all.”

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Rebuild bid 
for school is 
step nearer 
to a reality 

A PLANNED rebuild of a West 
Bromwich secondary school has 
moved a step closer after the gov¬ 
ernment-backed application was rec¬ 
ommended for approval by planning 
chiefs. 

The Phoenix Collegiate Academy 
campus in Clarkes Lane is among five 
Sandwell schools being revamped as 
part of the Government’s £6 billion 
Priority Schools Building Programme. 

The school would be completely 
rebuilt under the plans and only one 
of the school’s current buildings - its 
learning centre - would remain. 

These buildings would be replaced 
by a single three-storey L-shaped 
‘superblock’.

An application to build the school, 
which would eventually accommodate 
more than 1,500 children, on the for¬ 
mer site of Langley High School in 
Moat Road, Oldbury, has been lodged 
with Sandwell Council.

Teacher gets life ban for 
sexual message to pupil 


A TEACHER who sent a sexual mes¬ 
sage over social media to a pupil 
has been banned from classrooms 
for life. 

Ian Jones admitted ‘unacceptable pro¬ 
fessional conduct’ following a string of 
allegations while working at Grace Acad¬ 
emy in Darlaston. 

The 40-year-old accepted he sent a pupil a 
message on Facebook saying ‘I wanted to P** 
you silly’ to a professional conduct panel. 

He also admitted posting messages on social 
media to her using the terms ‘tosser’ and ‘big 
bum’. He accepted his actions were ‘inappropri¬ 
ate’, but denied they were ‘sexually motivated’. 

However, the panel found his conduct was 
‘sexually motivated’. 

Bosses at the academy said he had worked 
there for five years between 2009 and 2014, 
without incident, and was assistant principal 
within the academy leadership team. 

Following a professional conduct panel by 
the National College of Teaching Leadership 
where Mr Jones admitted a number of the al¬ 
legations against him, it was recommended he 
be banned from the classroom for eight years. 

Departure 

But the recommendation was over-ruled by 
Alan Meyrick, deputy director of the NCTL, 
who imposed a lifetime ban. 

Mr Meyrick said: “Mr Jones is guilty of a 
serious departure from the personal and pro¬ 
fessional elements of the teachers’ standards, 
abuse of his position of trust and a violation 
of the rights of pupils. In addition his actions 
were sexually motivated.” 

The ban was imposed on behalf of Education 
Secretary Nicky Morgan. The findings of the 
panel, which heard the case in Coventry, said 
Mr Jones also talked to the girl about his mar¬ 
ital difficulties and his sex life. 

Carl Salt, principal of Grace Academy Dar¬ 
laston, said the school had an excellent reputa¬ 
tion for the safeguarding of students. 

He added: “In the case of Ian Jones, we took 
immediate action to safeguard our students by 
removing him from teaching and conducting 
our own comprehensive inquiry by the trust. 

“As required, we also notified the Disclosure 
and Barring Service and worked with external 
bodies including the NCTL and the local au¬ 
thority designated officer.” 

Mr Jones has the right to appeal.

A BUSY Black Country road 
has reopened as the first 
stage of a major improve¬ 
ment project is completed. 

The northbound section 
of Bentley Road South from 
the entrance to European 
Metal Recycling (EMR) and 
Marshlands Way rounda¬ 
bout re-opened on Sunday 
at 5pm after two years. 

It followed work being car¬ 
ried out on a new rail bridge 
along Bentley Road South as 
part of the £26 million road 
improvement scheme. 

But it comes as a new 
six month road closure will 
begin at the southern end 
of the road from Willenhall 
Road junction to the en¬ 
trance of Holland Industrial. 

Pedestrian access will 
largely be maintained 
along Bentley Road South 
throughout the project, al¬ 
though a diversion route 
to the canal tow path may 
be required at times of the 
work. 

A new railway bridge 
forms part of the overall 
revamp of the highways net¬ 
work in the area. 

Councillor Adrian An¬ 
drew, portfolio holder for 
economy, infrastructure 
and development said: 
“This is the completion of a 
first major phase of this vital 
road investment on Bentley 
Road South.” 

Other work as part of the 
scheme includes the wid¬ 
ening of Bentley Mill Way, 
which will remain closed 
until later this year. There 
will also be new traffic lights 
near to the James Bridge 
aqueduct.

Shooting victim 
recovering well

TRAVELLERS have moved onto an 
Oldbury park - just days after they 
were told to leave a site in Smethwick. 

Sandwell Council said it was work¬ 
ing with police after caravans arrived 
on land, off Pitfields Close. They had 
previously been at Batch Patch Park 
in Smethwick but were moved on last 
Monday. They camped at Oldbury on 
Wednesday. Leader Darren Cooper 
said: “The council intends to seek 
possession of the land as soon as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Delays follow M5 
closure after car fire 

A CAR fire on the M5 in the Black 
Country forced the southbound side 
to close, causing delays. 

Crews from Walsall Fire and West 
Bromwich fire stations attended the 
blaze between the M6 and Junction 1 
for West Bromwich on the M5 south¬ 
bound at around 1.50pm last Wednes¬ 
day. The driver, who was towing a 
caravan, noticed smoke coming from 
his vehicle but managed to pull onto 
the hard shoulder before his vehicle 
burst into flames. 

Council green light 

PLANS to create a one-stop shop for 
council services in Tipton have been 
given the green light.

50 workers facing 
redundancy at college

AROUND 50 staff at Bir¬ 
mingham Metropolitan Col¬ 
lege will be made redun¬ 
dant, it has emerged. 

The college, which has sites 
in Stourbridge, Brierley Hill, 
Great Barr and Kidderminster 
revealed in April up to 250 jobs 
could be axed due to a reduction 
in funding. 

Bosses had hoped to cut the posts 
through voluntary redundancies but 
have now confirmed compulsory job 
losses will be required. 

Andrew Cleaves, Principal and 
CEO at the college, said: “We have 
had a good response to our volun¬ 
tary severance programme and will 
deliver most of our targeted savings 
through this scheme. 

“Unfortunately, we will need to 
make around 50 people redundant 
across the college. We are consult¬ 
ing further with staff to minimise 
the impact wherever possible. 

“As part of our efficiency pro¬ 
gramme, we are working closely 
with our key funding partners, in¬ 
cluding the Skills Funding Agency, 
who are supporting us through this 
challenging period.” 

Challenged 

The college currently has 1,600 
staff across its campuses but this 
has been challenged as funding has 
been cut by a third in recent years. 

Mr Cleaves has vowed that cur¬ 
rent students will not be affected 
by the job losses and said they were 
aiming to continue to offer the same 
range of courses. The news of com¬ 
pulsory redundancies comes weeks 
after Ofsted inspectors urged the 
college to make improvements. 

Inspectors said too few students 
achieved their qualifications, espe¬ 
cially English and maths. They also 
claimed attendance to some lessons 
was poor. But the report did high¬ 
light a series of strengths - saying 
teaching, learning and assessment 
were outstanding in manufacturing 
technology apprenticeships. 

Earlier this year the college offi¬ 
cially unveiled a £5 million makeo¬ 
ver of the Stourbridge site.

A PERMANENT memorial 
to the men and women of 
Quinton killed in war has 
been formally unveiled. 

While specific memorials 
exist for those who died in 
the First and Second World 
War, the monument in 
Quinton Recreation Ground 
is the first to cover all con¬ 
flicts. It was put in place in 
May to coincide with the 
70th anniversary of VE Day 
having been funded by the 
Birmingham City Council 
Community Chest. 

Bernard Taylor, chairman 
of the Quinton Local His¬ 
tory Society, explained how 
the desire to have a general 
memorial came about. 

He said: “During the cel¬ 
ebrations last year, com¬ 
memorating the centenary 
of the First World War, I 
was asked by the acting 
head of the Church School if 
there was such a memorial 
for Quinton that the chil¬ 
dren could lay down a poppy 
wreath. 

“Sadly, I replied there 
was not, and then I thought 
it was about time that the 
people of Quinton had their 
own war memorial, a ge¬ 
neric one to all those who 
had given the ultimate sac¬ 
rifice for their country. 

“I approached the council¬ 
lors and asked if the society 
could have a grant from the 
ward community chest. The 
answer was a resounding 

‘yes.’” 

The unveiling ceremony 
included prayers led by the 
rector at Christ Church, Rev 
Jenny Arnold, hymns, the 
playing of the Last Post, a 
minute silence and the lay¬ 
ing of a wreath. Later, chil¬ 
dren from Quinton Church 
Primary School placed 
crosses marked with their 
initials on the memorial. 


Complaint 
lodged over 
assessment 
by Ofsted 

SANDWELL Council bosses have 
lodged a complaint with education 
watchdog Ofsted following its damn¬ 
ing assessment of the children’s ser¬ 
vices department. 

The council says it is ‘unhappy’ 
about the inspection process and is 
addressing its concerns with Ofsted. 

It emerged that the council had 
made a formal complaint with Ofsted 
prior to the latest report that branded 
it ‘inadequate’ last month. But dissat¬ 
isfied with the way that complaint has 
been handled, the council has lodged a 
further appeal requesting a review of 
the complaint process. 

Matthew Sampson, director of chil¬ 
dren’s services at the council, con¬ 
firmed the latest complaint had been 
made at a council scrutiny meeting. 

Cabinet member for children’s 
services, Councillor Simon Hackett, 
said: “We remain unhappy about the 
inspection process and are using Ofst- 
ed’s complaints procedure to address 
our concerns. 

“There are a number of stages in 
the complaints procedure. We had al¬ 
ready gone to stage two, then Ofsted 
published its report. 

“Now we have gone onto a stage 
three complaint. It is now with Ofsted 
to make a decision.” 

He added: “At the time the re¬ 
port was published I said I was dis¬ 
appointed Ofsted had said we were 
inadequate. We have expressed our 
disappointment in the appeals we 
have put in and that is what we are 
continuing to do. We believe we have 
come a long way in the last two years.” 

Park makeover 
bid cash boost 

WEST Smethwick Park has come a 
step closer to a major makeover, after 
plans for the park scooped £337,350 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund and 
Big Lottery Fund. 

Sandwell Council can now go ahead 
with drawing up £5million plans to 
improve the historic park. 

It’s the first part of a two-stage pro¬ 
cess, which releases initial funding to 
allow research and planning work to 
be done for major projects. The coun¬ 
cil will contribute £48,000 towards the 
cost of the initial work. The rest of the 
money has been earmarked and will 
be awarded at a later date, subject to 
a second round application. 

Plans include a new two-storey pa¬ 
vilion with changing rooms, toilets 
and a large community room with 180 
degree views of the park.

THIS is the first glimpse inside the 
new £35 million John Lewis store set 
to bring a bit of glamour to Birming¬ 
ham city centre when it opens in Sep¬ 
tember. 

One of the largest John Lewis shops 
outside of London, the floor area will 
cover 250,000 sq ft - the equivalent of 
three and a half football pitches. 

The shop will be the anchor tenant 
of the new Grand Central retail devel¬ 
opment, which sits over the redevel¬ 
oped New Street Station. 

Work is under way to fit the inside 
of the department store including 


around 150,695 sq of ceramic flooring 
- enough to tile four Olympic-sized 
swimming pools. The fourth floor is 
already taking shape and is being fit¬ 
ted out with shop furnishings. 

There are 200 contractors on site 
every day but as the opening date 
draws nearer, there will soon be up to 
800 workers putting the final touches 
to the development. The ground floor 
will house beauty, menswear and 
accessories, while the first floor will 
boast womenswear and accessories 
and the customer collection point. 

The second floor is home, lighting 


and fabrics and the shoppers will be 
able to enjoy a bite to eat on the third 
floor in the restaurant, and browse 
the technology, childrenswear and 
nursery departments. Ten miles of 
sprinkler pipework weighing 76 tons 
will be installed which laid end to end 
would stretch from the shop door to 
the outskirts of Wolverhampton. 

The massive store, which is housed 
in a landmark four-storey building, 
will be the anchor tenant of the new 
Grand Central retail development, 
which sits over the redeveloped New 
Street Station. 


Quarter of schools in 
'inadequate' rating 


A QUARTER of schools and acad¬ 
emies in Walsall have been rated 
inadequate or require improvement 
by education watchdogs, a new re¬ 
port has showed. 

Out of the 120 nursery, primary and second¬ 
ary schools in the borough, 32 were given the 
ratings in their latest Ofsted inspections. 

The figures come from a scrutiny of educa¬ 
tion performance and is a year after a separate 
report by Ofsted which rated the council inef¬ 
fective at supporting schools. 

In response to the latest report, education 
chiefs at Walsall Council have set an action 
plan to drive up standards and have insisted 
significant improvements have been made. 

According to the scrutiny report, eight of 
Walsall’s schools are currently placed under 
special measures with three being removed 
from the order from October last year. 

The report shows that four of Walsall’s eight 
secondary academies have been rated inade¬ 
quate by Ofsted including West Walsall E-Act 
Academy, The Mirus Academy, Ormiston Shel- 
fied Academy and the Black Country Univer¬ 
sity Technical College, which is set to close 
later this summer. 

Improvement 

However, the report does reflect the good 
work done in all of the borough’s eight nursery 
schools with them all being rated as outstand¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Peter Smith, who is the chairman 
of the Education and Children’s Services Over¬ 
view and Scrutiny Committee, said: “There 
are 64,000 young people in Walsall and a big 
percentage of them are going to an inadequate 
school or one which requires improvement. 
This is concerning for the people of Walsall. 

“And what these figures also show is exactly 
the opposite of the message being portrayed to 
the public that turning primary schools into 
academies will improve performance levels. 

“These figures show that four of the second¬ 
ary schools which turned into academies in 
Walsall are currently inadequate.” 

An action plan drawn up by council chiefs 
includes working on a number of key priorities 
to help the borough’s education performance 
rise up again. To help improve performance of 
schools, Walsall Council has formed a new edu¬ 
cation challenge board which consists of coun¬ 
cillors, headteachers, governors and officers 
from children’s services. 
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Girl in accident

in St Pauls Road at around 3.30pm, 
last Wednesday when she was hit. 

Sgt Steve Newbury, from the Col¬ 
lision Investigation Unit said: “We 
suspect whoever collided with the girl 
may not have been aware they had 
clipped her. We’re not treating this as 
a typical hit-and-run. 

“We believe the woman in the image 
has vital information about the vehi¬ 
cle involved and the circumstances. I 
would like to stress she is not being 
sought as a suspect.” 

The woman is believed to be either 
Asian or black and appeared to be 
driving an old shape grey Honda CRV. 
Anyone with information should call 
police on 101 or Crimestoppers on 
0800 555 111.

“Newbury Manor prides itself on ac¬ 
tivities suited to individual residents. 
There was a real party atmosphere.” 

Strangers warning 
after approaches 

TWO youngsters were approached by 
a driver in the same Walsall street on 
separate occasions, police have said. 
An 11-year-old boy was walking along 
Lowlands Avenue, Streetly on his way 
home when a car pulled up and the 
driver spoke to him on June 17. 

A similar occurrence was reported 
on Monday when a 10-year-old girl 
was spoken to by a man in a white 
car on the same street. Officers have 
liaised with schools to warn children 
against speaking to strangers.

Bringing 
ID cards 
in through 
back door 

AS night follows day, when the DVLA 
suddenly announced it was going to 
scrap paper driving licences, it was inevi¬ 
table the computers were going to crash. 
Our government agencies don’t lead the 
world in many areas, but when it comes 
to developing duff computer systems, 
they truly are in a league of their own. 

But there is another, slightly disturbing 
aspect. 

To get a security code which will en¬ 
able, say, hire car companies to check 
your driving licence, you need to enter 
not just your driving licence number, but 
your National Insurance number as well. 

Just when did this data become the 
property of the DVLA? 

For the past 25 years or so govern¬ 
ments of all colours have been slavering 
at the idea of introducing some form of 
ID card. But the plans have always been 
stymied by public resistance to anything 
so authoritarian. 

Now, anyone who drives a car must 
apply for a photo card, which has to be 
updated every 10 years, and that for 
some unexplained reason is tied to your 
National Insurance file. 

Don’t be surprised if, some time dur¬ 
ing the next 10 years, the powers-that- 
be introduce something called a ‘smart 
licence’, perhaps on a voluntary basis to 
begin with. 

It will no doubt contain a microchip, 
which will progressively be updated in the 
years that follow, and before you know it, 
the ID card has come in by the back door. 
Smart ID cards, of course.

GOING in for what is fashionably 
known as ‘rebranding’, Wolverhampton 
City Council has decided it no longer 
wants to be known as Wolverhampton 
City Council, but the City of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. That should improve public services 
no end. 

The council says it won’t cost the tax¬ 
payer a penny. But aside from the fact I 
can no longer hear the word ‘branding’ 
without thinking of the awful driving in¬ 
structor in the Vistaprint ads, why does 
any council need to worry about that sort 
of thing? It’s not as if people can take 
their custom elsewhere, and defect to a 
council with a more forward-thinking, go- 
ahead logo. Whatever the emblem, we 
are stuck with the council we have got. 

What is really wrong, though, is the way 
that the council has commandeered the 
identity of the city itself. Wolverhampton 
council is not the same as the City of Wol¬ 
verhampton. The city can trace its roots 
back 1,030 years, to the days of Lady 
Wulfruna, and is viewed with great pride 
and affection by most of its inhabitants. 

Wolverhampton council, in its present 
form, dates back to 1974, and is a public 
sector body responsible for maintaining 
the street lights and emptying the bins. 
Not the same at all.

Shocking scale of 
grooming revealed 


PETE MADELEY looks at how 
child sexual exploitation is 
being addressed in the light of 
the latest police reports 

THE shocking scale of trafficking 
and grooming gangs across the 
West Midlands has been revealed 
in a series of police reports. 

Official documents dating back to 2009 
show West Midlands Police was not fully 
aware of the extent of the region’s high 
level of vulnerable youngsters and how 
to deal with the problem. 

One report says that although the majority 
of suspects were from an Asian background, 
police were concerned about the dangers of ra¬ 
cial stereotyping when dealing with incidents 
of abuse. Another details the lack of trust be¬ 
tween police and social workers. Reports also 
show how children living at home were tar¬ 
geted with more frequency than those in care. 

Escalating 

It has also emerged that the force’s failure 
to cope with the rising problem was so acute, 
the identities of many of those engaged in the 
abuse was either not known or outdated. 

Police difficulties in dealing with the wide¬ 
spread and escalating scale of the abuse has 
not been made public until now. 

In Sandwell in 2010, two vulnerable young 
women were noted as being ‘at high risk’ of 
sexual exploitation. Police believe they were 
being groomed - or were already being sexu¬ 
ally exploited - at the time of the report. 

Two other young women were identified as 
being at high risk in Dudley, along with six 
girls in Walsall during the same period. 

Officers in Wolverhampton, where two 
groups of young women had been identified, 
said alcohol, drugs and acts of physical vio¬ 
lence were ‘key leverages’ used by offenders to 
groom victims into prostitution. The reports 
also reveal the largest proportion of victims, at 
44 per cent, did not reside in children’s homes 
and lived with their parents or other family 




Files show police were not fully aware of the extent of the problem 


members. “The force has very limited insight 
into the threat, and the intelligence profile re¬ 
lated to children who are not in care is non-ex¬ 
istent,” a document said. 

“The current situation poses significant 
challenges for West Midlands Police in pro¬ 
tecting children.” Victims were also said to 
frequently abscond from their family homes, 
leading to calls for the force to improve the 
way it deals with such situations. The most 
common offenders were said to be Pakistani 
males aged between 16 and 26, and the major¬ 
ity of the victims were white. 

But the report showed senior officers had 
warned of the dangers of racial stereotyping 
amid claims of a ‘widespread problem of Brit¬ 
ish Pakistani men exploiting under-age white 
girls’. Police said ‘convenience and accessibil¬ 
ity’ may be the prime drivers for those looking 
for victims, rather than race. 


But another report, entitled Internal 
Human Trafficking For Sexual Exploitation 
Within the West Midlands, revealed that of 
139 female victims, 78 per cent were white. A 
‘significant proportion’ of the suspects were 
said to be of Muslim background. 

The report also raised concerns about ‘in¬ 
adequate identification and management of 
threat to life issue facing victims’. 

The oldest document dates from October 
2009 and highlights a lack of trust between 
police and social workers said to be prevalent 
at the time. “For a number of years children in 
care, or residing in children’s homes have re¬ 
peatedly run away,” it states. “Unfortunately 
they are often perceived to be streetwise and 
police officers consider them to be a nuisance 
and permanent drain on resources. 

“Children’s services, home managers and 
social workers are frustrated by what they per¬ 


ceive to be a lack of interest and action from 
police officers. Officers are equally frustrated 
by their perception the workers are not pro¬ 
tecting the children and let them run away.” 

The report adds children in care who reg¬ 
ularly go missing ‘receive very little police 
attention’, despite police intelligence show¬ 
ing young girls were being groomed by older 
men who were often involved in drug traffick¬ 
ing and other criminality.“The safe and well 
check is mostly carried out by uniformed re¬ 
sponse officers and is often in an atmosphere 
of conflict, the girl not wanting to speak and 
the officer under pressure to move onto next 
incident. There is a need for a more formalised 
corporate approach.” 

In response, West Midlands Police says the 
force has undergone ‘a significant cultural 
change’ in how it investigates and tackles child 
sexual exploitation (CSE). 

Assistant Chief Constable Carl Foulkes said: 
“These reports, spanning six years, give a real 
insight into the journey we have undertaken 
along with our partners into investigating and 
tackling child sexual exploitation. It is now 
very clear that the responsibility of tackling 
CSE lies with every police officer, staff mem¬ 
ber, PCSO and special constable. 

“The force has carried out extensive work to 
train officers across the force in how to iden¬ 
tify and deal with CSE so we can gain as much 
intelligence as possible and thereby improving 
the outcomes for victims. 

“We continue to take great steps and as a 
result of our efforts and without doubt the cov¬ 
erage within local and national media, we are 
seeing more victims coming forward, knowing 
we will take their allegations seriously and 
treat them sensitively and respectfully. Tack¬ 
ling child sexual exploitation is at the heart 
of everything we do, working closely with our 
local authorities across the area and the re¬ 
spective Children’s Safeguarding Boards.” 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner David Jamieson said ‘serious issues’ re¬ 
mained that police and partner agencies were 
working on together to tackle. 

“I believe that a more consistent approach 
of joint working would help,” he said. “We 
need a concerted effort and a joined-up ap¬ 
proach to tackle child sexual exploitation in 
the West Midlands.”

The total bill for the 2014/15 finan¬ 
cial year was £5,212,275,which was up 
from £4,827,259 in 2013/14. The fig¬ 
ures, revealed under the Freedom of 
Information Act, do not include acad¬ 
emies, which run independently, but 
relate to primary schools, secondary 
schools and special schools. 

Sandwell Council does not get in¬ 
volved in school finances as each 
school controls their own budget and 
decides on any additional staff they 
need to bring in. A total of £3,957,236 
was spent by the borough’s primaries, 
£771,550 by secondaries and £483,489 
by special schools. 

Encourage 

The amount spent per school be¬ 
tween April 2014 - March 2015 ranged 
from £338 to £331,179.64. Around 80 
primary, five secondary, and four spe¬ 
cial schools paid to use agency staff 
during the 12 months. The borough’s 
education chief Councillor Simon 
Hackett said: “We do encourage 
schools to appoint full-time, perma¬ 
nent staff members where possible.” 

Among the biggest spending primary 
schools were Uplands Manor in Smeth¬ 
wick where the bill was £240,087.81 
and Galton Valley, also in Smethwick, 
which paid out £157,760.86, Yew Tree 
spent £141,790.70 and Guns Village in 
West Bromwich spent £123,941.74.

Mr Mee, along with friends Chris and 
Matt Beese used to play for Bearwood 
Sports FC youth teams. 

They then decided to link up with Carl 
and Mark Wheatley, Ben Jukes, Ian Rob¬ 
erts, Tony Pickering, Liam Byrne and Andy 
Liperis to form Bearwood FC in the Warley 
and District Sunday League in 2000. 

He remains the club’s all-time top 
goal-scorer with 120 goals in his seven 
seasons .Mr Mee passed out a marine com¬ 
mando as part of the the Gloucester Regi¬ 
ment in April 2007 - just weeks before he 
was murdered. 

Adam Buckley, of Ethel Street, Smeth¬ 
wick, was jailed for 19 years after being con¬

Scheme to 
help jobs 
choice is 
facing axe 


A PROGRAMME that helps disadvantaged 
youngsters across the West Midlands step 
onto the career ladder may have to be axed 
due to a lack of funding.

“We are in talks at holding another 
event in a few weeks which we hope 
we can finalise and announce soon,” 
she said. 


Elvis tribute has costumes stolen 


AN Elvis impersonator was all shook 
up when his van with £10,000 worth 
of costumes and wigs inside was stolen 
from outside his Black Country home. 

Andy James was forced to cancel a 
charity gig in Wolverhampton last Fri¬ 
day night at the last minute but has 
vowed to honour a gig in Brierley Hill 
this weekend. 

The costumes were all tailor made 
for him in Las Vegas by the firm who 
made the real Elvis Presley’s stage 
jumpsuits, each one costing him £2,500. 

The opportunist thieves also made 
off with all Andy’s lighting and sound 
equipment, though they left a £1,000 
guitar by the side of the road. 

Semi-retired businessman Andy 
is kicking himself over the loss of his 
performance gear as he left the keys 
in the van’s ignition so the insurance 
company will not pay out. The total loss 
comes to £35,000. 

The theft, on Monday, June 22, 
happened as he and sound engineer 
Chris Hayward were packing the white 
Citroen Relay to go to London where 
50-year-old Andy was due to play at a 
1,000-seater venue that night. 

“I was devastated,” he said. “Around 
70 to 80 per cent of my work is for 
charity, I certainly don’t do it for the 
money. The first thing I had to do was 
make the call to the London gig and ob¬ 
viously they didn’t take it too well. 

“I was able to give the police the van 
details when I got home but by then the 
thieves were well away.” 

The Elvis fanatic, from Rosehill, Wil- 
lenhall, found one of his guitars in the 
car park outside his fiat. 

Andy has been a fan of The King 
since 1977 and began to perform his 
tribute act 15 years ago. 

Among the stolen items were four 
new high-collared jump suits he had 
tailor made in Las Vegas. “I’d not even 
had a chance to try them on,” he said. 
Also gone was £10,000 of gig lighting. 

Andy refuses to be beaten by his 
misfortune and has bought new stage 
equipment and ordered new wigs from 
America over the internet. 

He is hoping to keep his promise to 
perform at the re-opening of The Raven 
pub in Wood Lane, Brierley Hill this 
weekend. “With a bit of luck I should 
have everything in time,” he said.

Countdown ticks 
on for clock return 

A LANDMARK clock has moved a step closer to return¬ 
ing to its original home in the Black Country after an 
absence of more than 40 years. 

The 20ft structure is set to be put back in Bearwood 
after decades spent in Birmingham city centre. 

Councillors in Sandwell have been advised to approve 
the move, with planning officers saying the proposal 
would ‘result in an attractive piece of heritage returning 
to Sandwell where it can be safely enjoyed by residents’. 

A final decision was due to be made this week, but 
council chiefs have already publicly backed the plan. 

Its return has been hit by delays, with the clock to un¬ 
dergo repairs in Derby before the switch but it is hoped it 
will be positioned at the junction of Bearwood Road and 
Adkins Lane before the end of the summer. 

Residents of a certain generation would remember 
the clock being outside the Kings Head pub in Bearwood 
Road, where it stood between 1900 and 1971. 

It was moved to make way for road widening but has 
now been gifted back to Sandwell by council bosses in 
Birmingham. 


Weekly car 
boot sales 
set to carry 
on at site 


WEEKLY car boot sales attracting 200 stall¬ 
holders are set to continue in Oldbury for 
another 12 months after a successful trial 
period. 

Sandwell Council is poised to allow its car park in 
Dudley Road to continue to be used for a car boot 
sale and market each Sunday and Bank Holiday 
Monday. Traders were granted a year long licence 


to use the 561-space site 
last year to see if there 
was an appetite for the 
market in the area. 

It has proved to be a suc¬ 
cess with people flocking to 
get their hands on a bargain 
at weekends. 

Bosses came up with the 
idea in an attempt to boost 
footfall near the town centre 
and make use of a car park 
which is used by council 
workers during the week. 

A total of 203 traders will 
be allowed to set up stalls if 
the extension is given for¬ 
mal approval. 

The licence would again 
be extended by 12 months, 
with council bosses keen to 
see whether the level of in¬ 
terest from the public will 
continue, giving them the 
option to end the project 
next year if they wish. 

A Sandwell Council plan¬ 
ning report, in which of¬ 
ficers recommended the 
extension of the licence for 
approval, said: “If managed 
successfully the market will 
provide a resource which 
will benefit both Sandwell 
Council and the surround¬ 
ing community.” 

The report said extending 
the licence by 12 months 
would be the ‘most suitable 
course of action’. “This will

enable a consideration of 
how successful the running 
of the market has been at 
the expiration of the tempo¬ 
rary period,” it said. 

Oldbury councillor Susan 
Downing said the proposed 
move was positive news for 
the town. 

She said: “I have not 
heard any complaints about 
it from residents so that can 
only mean it has been a suc¬ 
cess. 

“If the council are moving 
to promote it and keep it 
here it can only be a bene¬ 
fit for Oldbury. It’s another 
facility for the town and the 
surrounding area.” 

The proposal for the 
scheme was originally put 
forward by the council’s 
urban regeneration team 
last year, when it was 
claimed that there was a 
growing demand for the in¬ 
troduction of such a service 
in the town. 

The sale has been open 
to customers between 8am 
and 12.30pm, with traders 
allowed to come onto the 
site slightly earlier to set up 
their stalls.

Epitaph Tour, which lasted two years. 

They are now gearing up to release Redeemer of Souls, 
their 17th studio album, which will be available to buy in 
the UK from July 14. 

The record has already been released in the US, where it 
charted at number six in the Billboard Top 100, marking 
the band’s first ever top 10 album in the country.

TONY Visconti produced some of 
David Bowie’s best known albums, 
and as one of the Spiders from Mars, 
Woody Woodmansey drummed on 
them. Though the main man remains 
in semi-retirement in New York, they 
have earned the right to perform 
these songs. 

The Man Who Sold The World is an 


odd choice to perform in full, as one of 
the Thin White Duke’s lesser known 
albums. Its title song was covered so 
superbly by Nirvana that many think 
it’s a Kurt Cobain original. 

Given the hard rock treatment by a 
seasoned band and with Heaven 17’s 
capable Glenn Gregory providing the 
lion’s share of the vocals, it was inter¬ 
esting to hear Bowie’s prog rock opus 
from 1970. There were storming ver¬ 
sions of All the Madmen, Black Coun¬ 


try Rock and After All, the latter with 
suitably theatrical vocals from guest 
Marc Almond. Visconti played bass 
and Yorkshire rocker Woodmansey 
remains a formidable drummer. 

Things took off in the second half 
with favourites from Hunky Dory, 
Ziggy Stardust and Aladdin Sane, 
Gregory excelling with Life On Mars 
and duetting with Almond for All 
The Young Dudes and Oh You Pretty

Stafford Festival Shakespeare performing Much Ado About Nothing at Stafford Castle 

Much Ado is worthy of Stafford 
Festival's 25 year anniversary 


Much Ado About Nothing, Stafford Castle 

IN some corner of a Stafford field, that is 
forever England, in the shadow of the cas¬ 
tle, we were treated to a sparkling perfor¬ 
mance of Much Ado About Nothing. 

Set just after the end of the First World 
War, the cast, admirably led by Phylip Har¬ 
ris - who would later be tickling our ribs 
as the incompetent policeman Dogberry 
- got the audience into the mood with a 
sing-along. It certainly set the tone for 
what would be a very musical production 
with excellent voices and instrumentation 
throughout, to intersperse the comedic and 
highly dramatic moments of Much Ado. 


Union Flag bunting surrounds the stage, 
the facade of a town square of the period 
is the backdrop, as our brave boys are wel¬ 
comed home from the trenches. Quickly 
their thoughts turn from war to the pursuit 
of the fairer sex as Benedick and Beatrice 
engage in their own war of wits. The leads, 
a couple of 25 years themselves, Philip 
Bretherton as Benedick and Sherry Baines 
as Beatrice, acquitted themselves well as 
the sparring partners who come to realise 
they have feelings for one another. 

The Stafford Festival Shakespeare pro¬ 
duction continues until July 11.

BUDGET supermarket 
Lidl has been given the go- 
ahead to continue with its 
plans to build a major dis¬ 
tribution centre in Wednes- 
bury, which will create up 
to 500 jobs. 

Proposals for the 450,000 
sq ft centre were submitted 
to Sandwell Council for ap¬ 
proval. 

It will be built on land 
near to Junction 9 of the 
M6 and create managerial 
and office-based jobs, in 
addition to full-time ware¬ 
house roles operating on 
a three-shift basis, seven 
days a week, 365 days a 
year. 

Wednesbury councillor 
Elaine Costigan has wel¬ 
comed the development. 

She said: “This is fan¬ 
tastic news. These are very 
welcome and much-needed 
jobs.” 

Additional 

The planning applica¬ 
tions says: “An additional 
facility is required in the 
Midlands region to service 
existing and planned super¬ 
markets.” 

Bosses from Lidl looked 
at a number of sites for 
the development but opted 
for Wednesbury because it 
wanted to access a ‘suffi¬ 
ciently large employment 
pool’. 

Sandwell Council’s re¬ 
cruitment team will be 
working with Lidl to en¬ 
sure jobs are secured for 
residents who hail from the 
local area. 


FOCUS ON WEDNESBURY 


Compromise hope after 
pub opening hours bid 


A PUB in Wednesbury will be allowed to 
serve alcohol beyond midnight at weekends 
- but will have to shut earlier than bosses 
had wanted. 

The Brunswick, in Crankhall Lane, had applied 
for a change to its licence so that it would be able to 
keep serving punters until 2am on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday nights - two hours later than previ¬ 


ously permitted. 

Management argued the 
change would bring the pub 
into line with rival venues 
in the area but the request 
prompted complaints from 
residents living nearby. 

Sandwell Council’s licens¬ 
ing committee sought to find 
a compromise by allowing 
the pub to serve alcohol and 
play music until lam on Fri¬ 
days and Saturdays, and the 
pub must close at 1.30am. 

But it has not allowed any 
changes to the Brunswick’s 
licence on Thursday nights, 
when the pub will still only 
be allowed to serve alcohol 
until midnight. 

Objections were submit¬ 
ted to Sandwell Council 
before the decision was 
made last week. Amanda 
Oakley, aged 41, who lives 
a few doors down from the 
Brunswick on Crankhall 
Lane, said she was worried 
about the prospect of alco¬ 
hol-fuelled violence. 

She said: “The longer 
it is open the more people

are going to drink and the 
more trouble we are going 
to have. We don’t want that, 
I’ve got kids.” 

Pam Taylor, 67, said she 
was also concerned by the 
proposal. “We sleep with the 
windows open. If they are 
going to stay open an extra 
two hours we don’t know 
what it’s going to be like.” 

Brunswick landlord Steve 
Dodd said: “We do need 
longer hours. Every other 
pub has longer hours than 
this one. If people know 
we close earlier than oth¬ 
ers they do a runner before 
time. If they are getting 
thrown out at 12 o’clock 
they move on. People tend 
to drift.” 

Wednesbury councillor 
Elaine Costigan said she 
could understand residents’ 
concerns. She said: “We 
want pubs to do well but we 
have got to think of the res¬ 
idents as well.”

Officers’ backing 
on factory silos 
set to be moved 

PLANS to move two illegal 30ft silos at a fac¬ 
tory on the Tipton/Wednesbury border have 
been backed by council officers. 

Sandwell Council asked KTC Edibles to 
stop work on the structures following com¬ 
plaints they were towering over homes. 

The firm has asked to move the silos to 
another part of the site where they couldn’t 
be seen. 

Planning officers at Sandwell Council are 
recommending the proposals are approved 
with the condition the work is carried out 
within a month. 

A final decision was due to be made by 
councillors at a meeting yesterday, saying 
they are satisfied that the silos will be ‘sig¬ 
nificantly concealed from view’. 

Reverse 

The proposals follow talks with Sandwell 
Council to find a solution. 

They say the silos, which are at the back of 
the factory cannot be seen from the front of 
the site, off Moorcroft Drive. 

They believe that moving the silos to the 
front of the factory would mean the reverse 
would also be true and the residents would 
no longer be able to see them. 

The application submitted by Jindy Khera 
said the silos were vital because it needed to 
replace some of its existing silos and create 
additional storage space. 


Costa bid 
to bring 
in 15 jobs 

A COSTA Coffee drive- 
through outlet will open 
in Wednesbury, resulting 
in the creation of up to 15 
jobs. 

It will open on the Gal¬ 
lagher Retail Park in Axle- 
tree Way later this month. 

The coffee chain will 
employ between 10 and 15 
workers and ward coun¬ 
cillor Elaine Costigan has 
welcomed the news. 

“This is more jobs for 
Wednesbury so I definitely 
welcome it,” she added. 

A Costa Coffee spokes¬ 
man said: “As with all of 
our new store openings we 
will do all that we can to in¬ 
tegrate ourselves with the 
local community.” 

He added that this would 
incorporate ‘getting in¬ 
volved with events; provid¬ 
ing the store as a meeting 
place and helping with 
fundraising’.

What's in a name 
over devolution?

JUST when we thought 
Greater Birmingham was 
deader than disco, it rears its 
head all over again. 

If the West Midlands cannot 
even agree on what to call itself, 
talk of devolution is pointless. 

To most people, the argument itself 
is the most mind numbingly dull and 
uninspiring of all. 

It is, at its most basic, a question of 
Whitehall relinquishing its iron grip 
over funding and powers and letting 
local communities make the decision. 

But it matters. It’s about how much 
we get compared with the emerging 
Northern Powerhouse and the ev¬ 
er-expanding south east. 

Once we’ve settled on a name we 
can get into all sorts of arguments over 
what those powers should be, whether 
or not the looming combined author¬ 
ity will replace or supercede any func¬ 
tions of local councils and lance the 
ever-present boil of a directly elected 
metro mayor. 

Billing 

Council leaders tried to do that with 
the dull as ditch water ‘does-what-it- 
says-on-the-tin’ name of West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority. 

No-one takes top billing and none 
of the cities involved - Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Birmingham, Coventry and even, 
potentially, Lichfield - can claim they 
are being sidelined over someone else, 
while the metropolitan boroughs of 
Walsall, Sandwell, Dudley, Solihull 
and various other districts don’t feel 
hard-done-by either. 


Andy Street, chairman of the Greater Birmingham and Solihull LEP 


The problem is businesses, who will 
have seats at the table, don’t seem 
to like it. It was no surprise to hear 
Andy Street, chairman of the Greater 
Birmingham and Solihull Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership say that Bir¬ 
mingham should be in the title. 

That LEP, by the way, proves that 
whatever anyone in the Black Coun¬ 
try thinks, the title of Greater Bir¬ 
mingham will not go away. But when 
it comes from businessman Mike 
Dell, who is leading the Black Coun¬ 
try Chamber of Commerce Devolution 
Group, alarm bells start to ring. 

He says: “The name ‘Birmingham’ 
is recognised on the world stage, West 
Midlands is not, and we do not want to 
be trying to explain where we are. It is 
important that we put aside parochial 
perspectives and work together.” But 


people don’t like it. Not around here 
anyway. 

For the Greater Brum LEP, busi¬ 
ness leaders can argue that what’s 
good for the city is good for the dis¬ 
tricts as many people work in one and 
live in the other. But that argument 
doesn’t wash in the Black Country. 

Mike Dell is absolutely right that 
people need to work together. 

What no-one can really answer is 
how much, exactly, is in it for each 
individual area. Nor can they really 
say what it will eventually turn into 
or who is going to run it. 

They can’t because they’re still 
defending their decision to not call it 
Greater Birmingham. 

And until we get past that, the devil 
will stay hidden amid the real detail 
no-one’s talking about.

Film teacher brings 
magic of zoo to life 


A MULTIMEDIA exhibi¬ 
tion organised by a Wol¬ 
verhampton lecturer tells 
the story of Dudley Zoo 
and the restoration of its 
unique animal enclosures.

“I wanted to focus on the archi¬ 
tecture, because Berthold Lubetkin 
was quite an avant garde designer 
and his work is amazing. 

Onesie 

“The film also looks at the re¬ 
lationship between humans and 
animals and emphasises the zoo’s 
atmosphere and its importance as 
a leisure and cultural attraction for 
local people. 

“It feels like an old film be¬ 
cause of the way it is shot and the 
old-fashioned architecture but the 
people are wearing modern clothes. 


“On one of the days I was shoot¬ 
ing, everyone who came to the zoo 
was wearing a onesie.” 

“The loss of history that occurs 
when we knock buildings down 
fascinates me and I think it is a 
great subject for a film maker to 
focus on. 

“The restoration of Lubetkin’s 
work means history is being pre¬ 
served in this instance. 

“It was great to get Lenny Henry 
to narrate the film too, it is nice 
that he has a bit of an accent and 
of course he knows all about Dud¬ 
ley and the zoo.” 

As well as the film, people can 
look at original design plans for 
Dudley Zoo, alongside artistic

After opening earlier this year, 
Giorgios restaurant in Bridg- 
town, Cannock, is filling a gap 
- in more ways than one 

I’M on a seafood diet - I see food 
and I eat it. Or so the saying goes. 

That could be no more evident than 
during my recent visit to Giorgio’s Greek 
and Mediterranean restaurant in Can¬ 
nock. 

And, while the economy in Greece may not 
be in the best of shape, the same could not be 
said for Giorgio’s, the likes of which Cannock 
has been crying out for for a number of years. 

Situated in Bridge Street,Bridgtown, it is 
ideally placed, right next door to the landmark 
Ramada Hotel. Staff say hotel guests are reg¬ 
ular customers, while passing trade comes 
from motorists driving along the A5, and work 
parties from other nearby business estates are 
often seen on nights out there, as on our visit. 

But on particular busy nights, when diners 
may have to wait for a seat, there’s a twist - 
there’s a bar next door which also allows for 
private functions. 

Plentiful 

Catering for more than 120 diners, Giorgio’s 
has an open-plan kitchen, while the walls are 
tastefully decorated with a scene from a Greek 
island that could make one think they were 
actually there. There’s no smashing plates at 
the end, though. 

Yet the restaurant is still in its infancy, hav¬ 
ing only opened in the new year. 

Vinny Singh, a partner in the business, says 
patience is needed when trying to get a busi¬ 
ness off the ground, attracting the right clien¬ 
tele and finding the right ingredients. 

Patience was certainly needed when my 
partner and I dropped in. The helpings were 
so plentiful that a lot of time was required to 
finish them off. And even when it proved too 


much, six extra people can vouch for its excel¬ 
lence, having been treated to a mini-feast at 
the office the next day. 

In manager Dimitri Constaninedes, custom¬ 
ers could not wish for a more genial host. 

He is readily on hand to explain what is of¬ 
fered on the menu and what the dishes con¬ 
tain, although the menu itself does describe 
the fare, and vegetarian dishes are clearly 
marked. 

Sadly, there was no humus or taramasalata 


because of a ‘double dip’ recession. I joke, of 
course - there was tzatziki, too, served among 
our starters, which included many things I 
couldn’t even spell, never mind pronounce, 
After all, it’s all Greek to me. 

Prices start at £3.50 for the appetisers, 
which all come with pitta bread and olives. 
A bargain deal is the Greek/Cypriot special, a 
meze, which comprises a mix of starters and 
main for £16.95 for a minimum of two people. 

And, it’s fair too say, we tried our hand at 


most of what was on offer. Mains, including 
the traditional moussaka, are served with sa¬ 
voury potatoes, savoury rice and salad. 

The pick for me was the souviaka, the ten¬ 
der beef stifado the kleftiko - described as the 
restaurant’s signature dish - and the grilled 
halloumi cheese. Just the smell has the senses 
working overtime. 

Helping these to go down was the Greek 
beer Mythnos. After all, when in Rome ... or 
Athens. Or in this case Bridgtown. 


But that wasn’t all. Puddings were deliv¬ 
ered, and followed by the piece de resistance 
or whatever the Greek equivalent is - a glass of 
the fortified mavrodaphne wine, which simply 
hit the spot. 

All in all, a smashing time was had by all - 
without any broken crockery. 

Giorgio’s is open seven days a week, from 
6pm Monday to Saturday and 3pm on Sunday.

Horticultural enthusiasts 
put their skills to the test 


C elebrity gardeners have been 
around almost since TV was 
invented - after all, Britons do 
tend to take great pride in their 
horticultural havens. 

Percy Thrower was perhaps the first 
green-fingered small-screen superstar, 
and he inspired several generations of 
youngsters thanks to his appearances 
on Blue Peter from 1974 to 1987 - 
some may remember that Percy was 
behind the creation of the 
programme’s garden at Television 
Centre. 

Other famous faces have come and 
gone over the years, and during the 
past couple of decades, a few have 
tended to have very apt names indeed 
- think of Alan Titchmarsh, Bob 
Flowerdew and Pippa Greenwood, 
and you’ll see what we mean; it’s 
almost as if they were born to do a 
specific job. 

Now there’s a new name to add to 
that list, and his moniker is even more 
fitting than those mentioned above. 
Anthony Gardner is a garden designer 
by trade, and he’s much in demand, 
having won numerous awards for his 
work. 


He was also recently diagnosed as 
having Asperger’s syndrome. He 
believes the condition has helped him 
get to the top of his profession, and 
now he wants to find out if others with 
conditions that, like Asperger’s, fall 
within the autistic syndrome, can excel 
as horticulturists too. 

“What makes us autists such great 
gardeners is what goes on in our 
weirdly wired minds,” says Alan. “I 
want to prove that we’re not mad...we 
just see things in a different way. 

“Not a lot of people know that 
mathematical formulas occur in 
flowers, stamens, petals, leaves, and 
from these mathematical sequences 
you can create patterns to actually 
construct brilliant gardens.” 

During this new, four-part 
programme, he will chart the progress 
of five people as they join forces to 
transform neglected plots into 
something of which even Capability 
Brown himself would have been 
proud. 

They have just a week to carry out 
each task, and must stick to a strict 
budget - but as time and finance are 


alien concepts to the participants, that 
may prove trickier than anybody else 
could imagine. 

Among the team is Thomas, who is 
19 and struggles to communicate, but 
loves the order and precision of 
horticulture. Charles, meanwhile, is a 
decade older, has a passion for 
vegetables and dreams of living 
entirely off the land. 

Philip is 30 and is the group’s exotic 
plant expert; he has more than 60 
species of cacti in his collection, while 
James, 25, is a walking plant 
encyclopaedia, but can’t make eye 
contact with those around him. 

Finally, there’s Victoria, who is a 
27-year-old with a flair for colour. 

The group’s first task sees them 
travel to Ashbourne in Derbyshire, 
where homeowners Ben and Rebecca 
have an overgrown wilderness where 
their back garden should be. What 
they want in exchange for that is a 
low-maintenance and fun garden that 
their entire family can enjoy. 

With a budget of £3,000, Alan and 
the gang set to work - here’s hoping 
their efforts live up to expectations.

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Insignia, is 
it back to 
the front? 

By James Parker 


Vauxhall’s Insignia is now the complete car it 
should always have been. 

With smarter looks, a classier cabin, hi-tech fea¬ 
tures and a more efficient engine range, the improved 
first generation version of Vauxhall’s Insignia has now 
enhanced its already impressive CV for success in 
the medium range Mondeo sector. More than ever, 
it’s a model you really can’t afford to overlook. 

Welcome to Britain’s best selling traditional family car. 
Yes, you heard that right. That title belongs not to the kind of 
family models that make the headlines - fashionable Cross¬ 
overs, practical People Carriers or slinky SUVs - but to this 
one, Vauxhall’s Insignia. 

Launched in 2008 as a more stylish replacement for the 
uninspiring Vectra, this model was instantly well received, 
carrying off the coveted 2009 Car of the Year title and rack¬ 
ing up impressive sales at the same time as other main¬ 
stream brands were struggling. 

This improved model has had a thorough chassis update 
tested on proper bumpy British roads, with a redesigned 
rear suspension system to improve ride comfort and a steer¬ 
ing calibration refreshment that’s brought a more direct feel 
through the corners. And both of those issues can be fur¬ 
ther improved if you tick the extra-cost box for the FlexRide 
adaptive damping system. 

Almost all Insignia buyers want a diesel and though the 
original version of Vauxhall’s 2.0 CDTi unit had many mer¬ 
its, refinement wasn’t one of them. In fact, it was one of 
the noisiest, rattliest diesels in its class. But isn’t now. You 
feel that primarily with this unit in its latest 170PS ‘Whisper 
diesel’ guise, but the older-tech 120 and 140PS ecoFLEX 
units are also an improvement on older Vauxhall oil burners. 
The 195PS 2.0 BiTurbo diesel continues on at the top of the 
range.In the petrol line-up, there’s also a cheap old-tech en¬ 
gine choice - the MOPS 1.8i unit - but again, more empha¬ 
sis is being put on the modern turbo powerplant offerings, 
the 140PS 1.4T, the 170PS 1.6 SIDI and the 250PS 2.0 SIDI. 
At the top of the range, a 325PS 2.0 V6 continues in the VXR 
SuperSports model. This VXR has 4WD but the only other 
model in the range that gets it is the Country Tourer estate 
version which, with its raised ride height, aims to offer an 
SUV alternative. 

Bodystyles 

Outside, there are detail improvements front and rear that 
aim to bring a wider and lower look to the hatch, saloon and 
Sports Tourer estate bodystyles that, as before, make up the 
range. And inside? Well it feels a great deal more up to date, 
with many of the previously scattered and confusing little 
buttons tidied up onto a (sadly optional) central 8-inch col¬ 
our touchscreen that deals with everything from navigation 
to audio selections, Bluetooth ‘phone functions to a series 
of Vauxhall-sourced apps. 

Out back, the hatch most choose offers a 530-litre boot 
- with 540-litres on offer in the Sports Tourer estate. 

In theory, Insignia pricing covers a very wide span - any¬ 
where between £17,000 and £33,000. In practice, almost all 
Insignia sales are concentrated in the £17,000 to £22,000 
bracket, with most of those going to business buyers who 
usually want one of the 2.0-litre CDTi diesel variants. Paying 
much more than that for this car takes it into the BMW 3 
Seriesdominated compact executive saloon bracket where 
mainstream makers usually struggle. Talking of saloons, 
there’s is a four-door Insignia saloon bodystyle as a no-cost 
option to the more familiar five-door hatch, but it comes with 
a much smaller range of trim and engine choices. 

For my test, I chose the Sports Tourer estate bodystyle, 
which is offered at a premium of around £1,500 over an 
equivalent hatch. Unlike the mainstream models of the other 
bodyshapes, this one can be had with 4WD but to get it, 
you have to stretch up to a top of the range Country Tourer 
version priced in the £25,000 to £30,000 bracket and aim¬ 
ing to snare RAV4 and Freelander folk who’d normally be 
looking at a compact SUV. The other key variant worthy of 
mention is the flagship VXR SuperSports model which has 
a potentially thirsty petrol V6 but offers more performance 
for a £30,000 budget thanyou’ll get almost anywhere else. 

Around 85 per cent of Insignia buyers go for a diesel - 
and you can see why. Both 120 and MOPS versions of the 
2.0 CDTi ecoFLEX model return 76.3mpg on the combined 
cycle and put out just 98g/km of C02, returns that at launch 
were comfortably class-leading. Go for the extra perfor¬ 
mance of the 2.0 CDTi 170PS variant and there’s not a huge 
price to pay at the pumps. This variant will deliver 65.7mpg 
on the combined cycle. 

Thinking of buying a petrol-powered Insignia? If you’re a 
lower mileage driver, perhaps the prospect might be worthy 
of a thought or two. The brand’s current generation of turbo 
petrol units all do better than you’d expect on the balance 
sheet: the MOPS 1.4T manages 54.3mpg and 123g/km, 
the 170PS 1.6 SIDI delivers 47.9mpg and 139g/km and the 
250PS 2.0 SIDI returns 39.2mpg and 169g/km. 

This car isn’t completely new - but it feels that way behind 
the wheel thanks to all the fresh cabin infotainment and the 
higher quality feel. Those that are tempted by the shinier 
prospects of newer rivals will, Vauxhall hopes, be brought 
back into the Insignia fold by class-leading running costs.

Volkswagen’s city car, the up!, is one of the 
relatively few cars ideal for young drivers for¬ 
tunate enough to be in the market for a brand 
new car. 

So if you want to broaden its appeal, why not add 
some extra ‘street cred’ and you might also turn the 
heads of more style-conscious mature motorists with 
an eye on economy? 

Enter the Street up!, one of two new special editions 
which build on the existing flagship models in the range. 

For a modest £610 extra, Street up! gets a choice of three 
eye-catching paint jobs - black pearl in the case of the test 
car - unique 16-inch alloys, ‘Street’ decals, body coloured 
bumpers, tinted glass and chrome highlights around the fog 
lamps. On the inside you get a leather steering wheel, dis¬ 
tinctive scuff plates, a black roof lining to match the carpets 
and a unique upholstery design. 

Admittedly at £11,995 for the three door and £12,270 for 
the five door it’s a bit of a stretch from the entry level up! at 
£8,765. But as well as being based on the top specification 
model, it also has 25 per cent more engine power. 

This one litre, three cylinder unit’s 75bhp doesn’t put it 
in the ‘hot hatch’ category but it is certainly quicker off the 
mark and, perhaps more importantly, rather more refined 
and more relaxed to drive on the open road than the base 
model’s 60bhp unit. 

For the record, its O to 62mph sprint takes 13.2 seconds, 
compared to 14.4 for the lower rated engine. 

Economy hardly suffers though, with an official average 
of 60.1mpg compared to 62.8 and the C02 figures are 108 
and 105g/km respectively so it stays within the same road 
tax band - free for the first year, £20 per annum thereafter. 

The insurance group is a little higher, but still a relatively 
low and affordable 5E, 

Small enough on the outside to snap up the last space 
in the car park, the up! is almost surprisingly large in the 
inside: big enough for four adults with the front seats in par¬ 
ticular offering similar space and comfort as some larger 
cars in the next class up. 

Perhaps an illustration of this Tardis-like use of space, the 
up! has a 251 litre boot - impressive for a city car - and that 
can be extended to almost 1,000 litres if you fold the rear 
seats down. 

With its wheels pushed out to each corner the up! is in¬ 
herently stable and despite being the baby of the VW family 
it gets the full safety pack - multiple airbags plus stability 
and traction control systems, ABS and electronic differential 
lock. 

Yet it’s also light and exceptionally easy to handle around 
town and in other tight spaces, with little in the way of invisi¬ 
ble overhangs to worry about. 

Like all small cars, it’s difficult to fit the most sophisticated 
and complex suspension and sound-deadening systems, 
but that said the up! has a good compromise between ride 
and handling - perhaps on the firm-ish side of supple - and 
noise levels aren’t intrusive even at motorway speeds. 

This is an area where the Street up!, with it’s more power¬ 
ful engine not having to work so hard, has an advantage. It 
makes the trip more relaxing, too. 

Equipment levels are comprehensive, with features such 
as heated front seats, air conditioning, electric front win¬ 
dows and door mirrors, tinted rear glass, alloy wheels, fog 
lights, a stereo radio/CD player and the highest grades of 
trim in the up! range. 

It also gets ‘Maps & More’, a clip-on, removable device 
similar to after-market satnav systems but also linked in to 
the car itself to provide an on-screen trip meter, manage the 
audio system plus Bluetooth and MP3 systems. 

The Street up! has been launched alongside the similar 
Club up!, which provides another option for the additional 
styling features to suit different tastes 

Both could be classed as trendy or stylish additions to a 
practical and economical city car range. That’s important 
when the up! is competing with the biggest seller in the 
class, Fiat’s 500, to say nothing of rivals from within VW’s 
own family - the SEAT Mii and the Skoda Citygo.

Saido should be fit for new season 


ALBION striker Saido Berahino is set to miss the 
first month of pre-season with a torn ligament - but 
the Baggies insist he will be fit for the new Premier 
League campaign. 

The Baggies still want Berahino to travel on their 
pre-season trip to the United States as Tony Pulis 
steps up preparations for his first full season in 
charge. But Berahino could miss the earlier training 
camp in Austria and all four of the club’s overseas 
friendlies with the knee injury he suffered in train¬ 
ing with England Under-21s. 

Berahino’s rehabilitation will take up to four 
weeks - a time-frame that would see him sit out 
the friendly in Austria against Red Bull Salzburg 


and the games in America against Orlando City, 
Charleston Battery and Richmond Kickers. 

However, the 21-year-old has avoided the need 
for surgery and the Baggies still hope he will join 
the squad on the eight-day trip across the Atlantic, 
with Pulis keen for his entire squad to be together 
to forge camaraderie. Baggies performance director 
Dr Mark Gillett said: “Saido has got a ligamentous 
tear of his knee which does not require surgery but 
careful rehabilitation for up to four weeks. 

“We are grateful to the England medical staff for 
putting Saido’s welfare first.” Berahino was forced 
home from the European Under-21 Championships 
in the Czech Republic before a game had been played 


after sustaining the injury during a training session 
last week. 

A four-week lay-off could see Berahino available 
for the Baggies’ first domestic friendly of the sum¬ 
mer at Walsall on July 28. They have another game 
at Bristol Rovers on July 31 before the Premier 
League season kicks off at home to Manchester City 
on August 8. 

No decision has yet been taken on either trip, but 
with the eight-day visit to Austria including inten¬ 
sive fitness work, Berahino could be left in England 
to continue his rehabilitation. 

The Baggies return from Austria on July 10 and 
leave for Florida on July 12. 


Eddie builds the 
future of hockey

A freak leg injury called time on 
Wednesbury Hockey Club coach Ed¬ 
die Johnson’s playing career at the 
age of 40. 

But 23 years on, he is still playing a major 
role in the club’s success as head of their 
thriving youth section. 

Newcastle-born Johnson, now 63, said: “I came 
to Birmingham to do my teacher training and I 
was about 18 when I started playing for Wednes¬ 
bury. 

“I played until I was about 40 when I picked 
up a really bad injury. I tore a calf muscle which 
then didn’t heal properly. 

“It clotted up and went into a deep vein throm¬ 
bosis. I was rushed into hospital one Sunday 
morning and they didn’t let me out until the Fri¬ 
day because it went up into my lung. 

“I could have died, I lost part of my lung and 
that is when I stopped playing. 

“It just refocused things. I couldn’t play so I 
just focused even more on the coaching. 

“It doesn’t really make it harder to coach. 
I don’t do so much of the running stuff that I 
would have done as a player but you can jog, you 
can walk. As long as you get round the pitch it 
doesn’t matter too much.” 

Harrowing 

Fortunately, since that harrowing setback both 
Eddie and the club’s youth section have gone 
from strength to strength. 

Johnson helped form the youth team set-up 
back in 1988 to ensure the club could produce 
its own first team players after a couple of local 
schools stopped playing hockey. 

From humble beginnings the set up has grown 
and it is now enjoying its highest numbers, with 
around 65 youngsters on the books. 

Johnson, who lives in Walsall, said: “When we 
started we probably had about a dozen players. 
We could just about get a team out. 

“Now there’s 60-70. We have under-eights, 
under-10s, under-12s up to under-16s and so on. 

“Over 27 years we have had hundreds of kids 
who have come though the ranks into the first 
team. 

“I have got people who I coached as primary 
school children and now their children are play¬ 
ing, so there is a nice family feel to the club.” 

There have been some notable high-fliers to 


emerge from the club in that time, perhaps the most 
notable of all being Eddie’s son Michael who played in 
both the 2000 and 2004 Olympics for Great Britain. 

They are still producing internationals today, with 
18-year-old James Greenway a current member of the 
British Colleges squad while the club has churned out 
dozens of county and regional level players during its 
time. 

Johnson, who now has three grandchildren playing 


for the club’s youth teams, said: “It is a real bonus if 
they go on to higher levels. 

“It is great but we don’t do it for that reason, 
though. 

“It started off to build the club up and when you get 
youngsters coming through it doesn’t matter whether 
they get to international level or whether they just 
play club level. It is just nice to see them getting out 
and playing.” 


Sack from 
Baggies 
was brutal, 
says Kiely 

FORMER Albion goalkeeper and 
coach Dean Kiely has hit out at his 
“brutal” and “impersonal” sack¬ 
ing by current Baggies boss Tony 
Pulis. 

In an outspoken interview, 
Kiely likened his Hawthorns exit 
to being hit between the eyes with 
sledgehammer. 

And he claimed he was ‘solely re¬ 
sponsible’ for the Baggies signing 
England international goalkeeper 
Ben Foster. 

Kiely left Albion in January 
along with coaches Keith Downing 
and Rob Kelly when Pulis opted to 
bring in his own backroom staff. 

It ended an eight-year stint at 
The Hawthorns as player and 
coach for Kiely, who subsequently 
joined Norwich as goalkeeping 
coach. 

He said: “It was a bit brutal, I’ll 
be honest. It was my first time ever 
being sacked or put on gardening 
leave and it’s difficult because it’s 
really through no fault of your 
own. 

“Tony Pulis delivered the news 
and said ‘I’ve spoken to Roy Hodg¬ 
son, who gave you a glowing ref¬ 
erence, and to Dan Ashworth, who 
gave you a glowing reference’. This 
was to me, Keith Downing and Rob 
Kelly. 

“This was face-to-face. The dif¬ 
ficulty I have looking back is that 
he delivered the news to all three 
of us at the same time in the same 
room. 

“That was really, really imper¬ 
sonal, I’ve got to be honest. 

“After being somewhere for 
eight years, I was thinking ‘have 
me in your office for five minutes 
and just deliver my news to me’. 

“I have no animosity since I left 
the club.”

TONY Pulis has tightened his 
grip at Albion with the sack¬ 
ing of technical director Terry 
Burton and recruitment chief 
Mervyn Day. 

The senior duo were placed on gar¬ 
dening leave by the Baggies on Tuesday 
as Pulis continued his clearout of the 
football hierarchy at The Hawthorns. 

Burton lasted just 13 months and weakened 
his position by arguing strongly for the appoint¬ 
ment of Alan Irvine as head coach. 

He was appointed when former sporting and 
technical director Richard Garlick was moved to 
a new role. 

Day, who was one of Burton’s key appoint¬ 
ments, has left after just 11 months in charge of 
the club’s scouting setup. 

It means Pulis has now effected an almost total 
purge of the club’s football staff since taking 
charge in January with coaches Keith Downing, 
Rob Kelly and Dean Kiely already having left 
along with long-serving scouts Stuart White and 
Tony Spearing. 

Scouting 

Pulis is now in charge of all footballing deci¬ 
sions at the club having appointed Gerry Francis, 
Dave Kemp and Mark O’Connor to his coaching 
staff and Andy Thorn and Mel Johnson to the 
scouting set-up. 

A club statement said Burton and Day had left 
‘as part of the on-going review of the club’s per¬ 
formance’. 

Chairman Jeremy Peace said: “I am on record 
as saying the Club would be engaged in an on-go¬ 
ing review at all levels and it was felt changes 
were required. 

“We are looking ahead positively to a new be¬ 
ginning under Tony Pulis after two gruelling sea¬ 
sons. All our focus now is on preparing the squad 
for a stronger performance.” 

Albion say they will look to fill both positions 
in due course but no appointments are imminent 
and the roles are likely to change due to Pulis’s 
hands-on approach. 

“Our plans for this summer are already in 
place,” said Peace. “In Tony, we have a very ex¬ 
perienced and hands-on operator.” 


ALBION are back in their traditional stripes 
as they announced the club’s first ever £2m-a- 
year sponsorship deal. 

The Baggies have signed a deal with Asian 
betting company TLCBET for next season. 

And the company’s name will adorn a tradi¬ 
tional striped shirt with the club, as expected, 
ditching the controversial pinstripe design 
after just one season. 

The club announced the end of their deal 
with US-based computer firm Intuit Quick- 
books earlier this month with the company 
signing a new deal to be Villa’s main sponsors. 

The Baggies infuriated traditionalists a year 
ago when they abandoned their famous blue 


and white stripes in favour of a predominantly 
white design. 

But within days they had announced the 
stripes would return after one season. 

The new Adidas kit will also feature a return 
to white shorts and white socks - a move likely 
to win support from a majority of fans. 

The new kit is available on pre-order and will 
be on sale in club shops from July 17. 

TLCBET is a leading Asian gaming operator 
and has been Albion’s official Asian betting 
partner since 2013. 

Adrian Wright, Albion’s sales and marketing 
director, said: “Our quest to secure the right 
partner was very important.” 


Rangers’ 
Austin on 
Albion radar 

ALBION are considering a move for 
QPR’s Charlie Austin as they move on 
from missing out on Demba Ba. 

The Baggies are weighing up alterna¬ 
tive targets after Ba shocked his Euro¬ 
pean suitors by choosing a big-money 
move to China. 

And they have enquired about Austin, 
who looks set to leave Loftus Road this 
summer following their relegation from 
the Premier League. 

But the Baggies are believed to be 
outsiders in the race for the 25-year-old 
former non-league forward, who is at¬ 
tracting strong interest from a host of 
bigger-paying top-flight clubs including 
West Ham and Newcastle. 

The transfer fee is also expected to be 
at least £15m, which would eat up a sig¬ 
nificant chunk of Tony Pulis’s transfer 
funds.

Also, Albion have snapped up high¬ 
ly-rated teenage goalkeeper Brad House 
from Arsenal. 

The 16-year-old, who was released by 
the Gunners, has signed for the Baggies’ 
academy and was set to take part in his 
first training session this week 

House was named on the bench four 
times for Arsenal’s under-18s last sea¬ 
son and a further four times for the Un¬ 
der-19s. 

Wilkins confirmed

VILLA have confirmed football’s worst- 
kept secret by appointing Ray Wilkins as 
their new assistant manager. 

The 58-year-old has joined the club 
as Tim Sherwood’s right-hand man - a 
move he blurted out during a live TV ap¬ 
pearance last week. 

The former Chelsea, Manchester 
United, AC Milan and England mid¬ 
fielder has been out of work since leaving 
his job as head coach of the Jordanian 
national team earlier this year. 

Manager Tim Sherwood said: “I’m re¬ 
ally pleased to bring Ray on board. 

“He has a fantastic knowledge of the 
game.”
